Shiek matches wits 
with hijack leader 


DUB.AI, United .\rab Emirates (AP) — 
An .Arab sheik coached by psychologists 
matched wits with an Arabic-speaking 
hi-jack leader at a desert airport Satur­ 
day, seeking to wear him down and end 
the siege of a West German jetliner with 
87 hostages aboard. 
The four hijackers have threatened to 
blow up the Lufthansa 737 by Sunday 
morning unless 11 terrorists imprisoned 
in West Germany and two in Turkey are 
released and $15 million ransom is paid 
by the Bonn government. 
West German terrorists evidently col­ 
laborating with the hijackers have 
threatened to kill industrialist Hanns 
Martin Schleyer, kidnaped in Cologne six 
weeks ago, unless the Dubai ultimatum 
is met. 
By Saturday night, there was no in­ 
dication whether the demands would be 
met. West German and Turkish govern­ 
ment leaders were meeting in their 
capitals to decide how to answer the 
death threats. 
“ We are awaiting Germany’s 
decision,” Seyfi Ozturk, Turkey’s acting 
foreign minister, told reporters in 
Ankara. ‘‘We are trying to avoid a deci­ 
sion which we may later regret.” 
Some of the hostages were reported ill. 
An Israeli reporter who intercepted a 


conversation between the hijacked plane 
and the Dubai airport control tower said 
an 80-year-old male hostage was ap­ 
parently in danger of dying. 
A dozen soldiers sprawled atop a sand 
dune on the Dubai airport perimeter 
trained machine guns on the Lufthansa 
Boeing 737 jet. In the control tower. Sheik 
Mohammed Bin Rashid al Maktoum, 
defense minister of this Persian Gulf 
sheikdom, negotiated for a second day 
with the chief of the hijack squad, who 
calls himself Captain Shahid Mahmoud. 
The sheik said a team of psychologists 
had taught him ‘‘how to make Mahmoud 
mad and how to calm him down again.” 
The sheik said the radio exchanges were 
alternately rude and civil. 
“ Mahmoud is getting nervous,” Sheik 
.Mohammed said. “He is not sure what he 
is doing and this could be dangerous. Our 
primary concern is the safety of the 
passengers.” 
The defense minister repeatedly 
demanded freedom for the 31 women, 
seven children and a number of sick peo­ 
ple among the hostages. Most of the 
passengers are Germans who were 
returning on the Frankfurt bound jet 
from the Spanish resort island of Major­ 
ca, when the plane was commandeered 
Thursday.

Jerry Hermann is on the way out as 
director of the State Fair. He has 
suspected it for several months, but 
would like to know the reason why. 
Hermann was notified in a letter dated 
Oct. 3 from Director of Agriculture Jack 
Runyan that “ your services as Director 
of the Division of Fairs will not be re­ 
quired by this administration.” 
In what he told The Democrat-Capital 
Saturday was a courtesy move, Runyan 
in the same letter offered to consider 
Hermann for another position.. 
Runyan indicated any other position 
Hermann might take in the Department 
of Agriculture would be a “lower posi­ 
tion.” He added, “ Usually people don’t 
want to take a lower position.” 
Hermann replied to Runyan’s letter 
the same day he received it, Oct. 5. He 
asked to be sent an application form for 
any other positions available declaring, 
“ 1 continue to feel that I can serve the 
people of Missouri on a nonpartisan 
basis...” 
However, Hermann has not received a 
reply from Runyan or Gov. Joseph 
Teasdale. Hermann has tried to contact 
both men by telephone. Failing to reach 
them, he left messages asking that they 
return his calls. He is still waiting. 
Runyan told The Democrat-Capital he 
had several meetings to attend last week 
and had been out of town several days. 
He said he returned to the state capital 
Thursday, but “ I just didn’t get around to 
contacting him.” He said he would 
definitely talk to Hermann next week. 
Jerry Ortbals, the governor’s chief of 
staff, said Saturday that Teasdale was 
aware of Runyan’s letter to Hermann, 
but had not received Hermann’s reply. 
“This is a policy-making position and 
the governor feels very strongly about 
the State Fair, it is very important to 
him. He wants someone from his ad­ 
ministration to make those policy deci­ 
sions concerning the State Fair,” said 
Ortbals. 
Runyan’s letter to Hermann stated; “ I 
have formulated several ideas about the 
role of Director of the Division of Fairs.

Concerning this area of personnel, it is 
imperative to have my own management 
team carry these policies to fruition. ” 
Runyan did not criticize Hermann’s 
performance as Fair director. 
“I think he did a pretty fair job ad­ 
ministering the Fair, but I don’t think he 
always dealt candidly with me.” said Ru­ 
nyan. 
Hermann has been Fair director since 
April of 1975, when he was appointed by 
Gov. Christopher Bond, a Republican. 
Runyan said he asked Hermann to 
resign within 10 working days to allow 
him to be eligible for state T)enefits such 
as retirement and sick leave. However, 
he toW The Democrat-Capital Saturday 
that if Hermann does not step down 
voluntarily by Thursday, “ He’s fired.” 
“I wonder if he’s aware that when you 
resign you give up all your rights to sick 
leave,” Hermann asked. “ Frankly, I’m 
not really looking for a fight on this. All I 
want is what’s fair” 


“This is not a reflection on Mr. Her­ 
mann,” .said Ortbals. “We’re sure he’s 
done a fine job. We just want one of our 
own people to fill this important posi­ 
tion.” 
Although he maintained he does not

consideration 


as successor 


Harold Hurd, Knob Noster. is currently 
the top contender to replace Jerry Her­ 
mann as director of the Missouri State 
Fair, the Democrat-Capital has learned 
Sources close to state government 
locally and in Jefferson City have told 
The Democrat-Capital Hurd is being ex­ 
amined closely by representatives for 
Director of Agriculture Jack Runyan 
A spokesman for Gov Joseph Teasdale 
said Saturday that Runyan is being given 
responsibility to select candidates for the 
position. 
Hurd, a west Pettis County farmer, 
said Saturday he sent his application for 
the directorship to Runyan around Sept. 
1. 


“ I have had no contact with them since 
I sent it in,” Hurd said of his application. 
“.M this point you know more than I do.” 
Hurd, who received a degree in 
Agriculture Education from the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri-Columbia, said he has 
spent his life in agriculture or 
agriculture-related enterprises. 
He worked in Florida. Texas and 
Canada for several years before return­ 
ing to Missouri in 1966 He took a position 
as director of the Missouri Pork Pro­ 
ducers Association that year In that 
position, Hurd worked for the interests of 
pork producers throughout the state 
Runyan said Saturday that Hurd is be­ 
ing considered for the postion 
He 
declined to say that Hurd is a front- 
runner. He said the search will continue 
for “ sometime" 
“ I can’t really tell you anything on 
this.” said Hurd, “ because I don't know 
anything.” 


Hurd also was a leading contender for 
director of the Fair in 1975. when Her­ 
mann. an independent, was chosen. 
However, his position as a Democrat

WASHINGTON (AP) - Twenty-five 
House members and 18 senators are 
ready to sit down around a long con­ 
ference table and decide the fate of 
President Carter’s battered energy 
program. 
All but the tax portions of the 
President’s plan are before this 
House-Senate conference committee — 
the ultimate arbiter of differences bet­ 
ween the two chambers. 
The Senate is ready to augment its 
team of negotiators as soon as it com­ 
pletes work on its version of the energy 
tax legislation, expected to be taken up 
on the Senate floor late this week or early 


next week. 
The conferees begin their work early 
this week, receiving the energy bill after 
six months of fierce legislative debate, 
during which Carter first tasted victory 
for his plan in the House only to have that 
taste soured by defeat upon defeat in the 
Senate. 
It is to this conference panel that the 
President and his allies in Congress now 
must make their appeal. 
The President, of course, supports the 
House-passed legislation which is almost 
identical to the program he presented to 
Congress last April. 
To underscore his interest in getting 


that plan approved. Carter last week 
unleashed a blistering attack on the oil 
industry, whose lobbying efforts the ad­ 
ministration blames for repeated set­ 
backs in the Senate 


In a nationally televised news 
conference. Carter likened oil companies 
to “ war profiteers” bent on turning the 
energy crisis into “ the biggest rip-off in 
history." 


Although Carter’s blast was calculated 
to arouse greater public backing for his 
energy program, it also appeared to be a 
clear message to the members of the con­ 
ference committee.

Police kill one gunman, 
free hijacked commuters 


NAGASAKI, Japan (AP) — Police fir­ 
ing pistols stormed a hijacked commuter 
bus early Sunday, killing one masked 
gunman, arresting the other and freeing 
19 passengers held hostage for more than 
15 hours. 
The hijackers, whose faces were 
covered with white masks, claimed they 
were “Aso Red Army Commandos.” 
Police said the slain gunman had 
previously been arrested on theft and 
kidnaping charges. 
No casualties were reported among the 
passengers or policemen in the pre-dawn, 
raid at a Nagasaki gas station where the, 
bus was parked. Police broke into the 
vehicle, firing a dozen pistol shots. 


The slain hijacker, identified as 
Hisayuki KawasaW, 31, died of a bullet 
wound. His alleged accomplice, Koichi 


Kawashita, 39, was taken into police 
custody. 
The two gunmen — armed with a 
shotgun, dynamite and a gasoline bomb 
— seized the express bus with 24 
passengers aboard Saturday afternoon 
on a busy street in this city on the island 
of Kyushu, 540 miles southwest of Tokyo. 
The bus was driven to the gas station 
where it was quickly surrounded by 
police sharpshooters wearing bulletproof 
vests. Authorities said some hostages 
had been tied with steel wire around their 
necks. 
Police quoted one of the gunman as 
saying “ We have no objective” for hi­ 
jacking the bus. But they demanded to 
talk to Justice Minister Mitsuo Setyama 
in the bus before they would release any 
hostages, believed to be mostly 
Japanese. 


MADRID, Spain (AP) — Struggling to 
hold back tears, one of Bing Crosby’s 
sons came to Spain Saturday to claim his 
father’s body. The singer, mourned by 
the millions he entertained, will be 
brought home to the United States for 
burial. 
“ I know he died the way he would have 
wanted to,” 19-year-old Harry Crosby 
told reporters in Madrid. 
Crosby, an avid golfer, suffered a fatal 
heart attack Friday after finishing, and 
winning, a golf game on a course near 
Madrid. He was 73. 
To the world he may have been 
famous, Harry Crosby said, “ but to me 
he was just my father, a wonderful 
father.” 
Crosby, an American idol, was 
remembered and admired by two 
generations for his easygoing style on 
stage and screen. He had made more 
than 70 movies and sold more records 
than anyone until Elvis Presley came 
along. 
Spanish medical authorities performed 
an autopsy Saturday and confirmed that 
the singer died of a massive heart attack, 
U.S. consular officials said. 
The officials said Spanish regulations 


probably would delay Crosby’s last trip 
home until Monday. His son was to ac­ 
company the body on a commercial 
flight. 
A small crowd of Spaniards joined 
reporters and photographers outside the 
city morgue in Madrid, where Crosby’s 
body was taken for autopsy. 
U.S. officials said the body was being 
prepared for transfer to the United 
States. But they said Spanish death cer­ 
tification requirements probably would 
not be completed until Monday, and the 
body would not be released until then. 
Harry Crosby, oldest of three children 
born after Crosby’s second marriage in 
1957 to Kathryn Grant, was met at 
Madrid airport by Cesar de Zulueta, 
president of the Madrid golf club. De 
Zulueta was in tne group, with which 
Crosby played his final game. 
U.S. consular officials also were at the 
airport and Harry Crosby asked them to 
handle preparations for the return of his 
father’s body. The funeral will be held 
Tuesday in Los Angeles, he said. 
In addition to two sons and a daughter 
from his second marriage, Crosby had 
four sons from his first marriage to ac­ 
tress Dixie Lee, who died in 1952. 


Department of Energy 
hires accounting firm 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The new 
federal Department of Energy has 
hired the accounting firm employed 
by some of the nation’s largest oil 
companies to advise the admnistra- 
tion on preparing a standby plan to ra­ 
tion gasoline. 
The hiring of Price Waterhouse & 
Co. constitutes “ an obvious, glaring 
conflict of interest,” according to 
Jack Blum, a lawyer for small 
gasoline retailers. He said he fears 
Price Waterhouse will weight its ad­ 
vice to the government in favor of the 
major oil companies, from which it 
receives millions of dollars in fees 
each year 
The accounting firm is employed ^y 
Exxon, Shell, Gulf, Amoco and 
Chevron. 
Energy Department officials said 
such bias isn’t possible because the 
accounting firm isn’t being asked for 
policy advice. “We make the policy 
decisions. We hired them to do the 
leg-work,” said an official who asked 
not to be named. 
Price Waterhouse officials refused 
to comment on their work on the 


gasoline rationing plan 
Energy department officials said 
they awarded the $526,000 consulting 
contract to Price Waterhouse without 
any competitive bidding, because the 
firm had been involved in developing 
earlier gasoline rationing proposals 
for the Ford administration and 
therefore had the experience needed 
to move quickly 
Among the options known to be 
under consideration is a proposal for 
the government to give ration cards to 
motorists. .Another proposal would 
use “white-market” coupons that 
motorists could legally buy and sell 
among themselves. 
Officials stressed, however, that 
whatever plan is adopted it would be 
intended for use only in case of a 
severe gasoline shortage such as 
might accompany another cutoff in 
Arab oil supplies. 
The President has specific legal 
authority to impose gasoline rationing 
only if a standby plan has been ap­ 
proved in advance by Congress, and 
then only in event of a severe supply 
interruption

His remarks in an interv iew with 
newsp ap er edito rs and bro adcast news 
directo rs from aro u nd the co u ntry , made 
p u blic Satu rday by the White Hou se, 
reflect Carter’s co ncern o v er his v ario u s 
p ro grams and with p olls showing a sag in 
his p o p u larity . 


Carter, who met with the grou p Friday 
at the White Hou se, slip p ed below 50 p er 
cent for the first time this month in his 
p u blic ap p ro v al rating. An NBC su rv ey 
on Oct. 5, for instance, showed only 46 p er 
cent of 1,6 00 p erso ns p olled ap p ro v ed of 
his p erfo rmance in the White Hou se. 


A Lou is Harris p oll of 1,53 6 p erso ns on 
Friday gav e Carter negativ e ratings of 6 6 
p er cent, 76 p er cent and 74 p ercent for 
his handling of the economy generally , 
inflatio n and u nemp lo y ment, resp ectiv e­ 
ly , and a 51 p er cent negativ e rating on 
i oreign affairs.

“As we read Elrod, ” said Ortbals, 
“this only ap p lies to non-p olicy making 
p ositions and we v iew the Fair secretary 
as a p olicy making p o sitio n.” 
Hermann took issu e with Ortbals and 
Ru ny an. 
“ If they wou ld look u p sectio n 262 of the 
state statu tes,” co mmented Hermann, 
“they wou ld see that it charges the direc­ 
to r of agricu ltu re with o p eratio n of the 
Fair, It makes no mentio n of the 
secretary in management decisions. The 
directo r of agricu ltu re makes all the big 
p olicy decisions. He sets the rates on con­ 
cessions and the bu dget.” 
Hermann said he p lans to leav e the 
directo r’s residence “ aro u nd the first 
of No v ember.” He said that ev en if he is 
fired o r forced to resign his sick leav e 
and v acatio n time wou ld gu arantee that 
he receiv e a p ay check u ntil that time. 
Asked if the effort to fo rce him from of­ 
fice was a p olitical mov e, Hermann said, 
“Withou t q u estion in light of the su ccess 


and financial resu lts of the Fair.” 
• Hermann said the Fair gro ssed o v er 
$150,000 and may finish in the black for 
the first time in its histo ry after all bills 
are p aid. 
Ru ny an denied that the ax ing was 
p olitically mo tiv ated. 
“It wasn’t p o litical. We’v e nev er 
talked p olitics. Po litical beliefs hav e 
nothing to do with it,” said Ru ny an. 
Howev er, he admitted that su ch changes 
are p art of the sp oils sy stem. 
Ru ny an also said he does not hav e a 
rep lacement for Hermann.

Asked why he was seeking Hermann's 
resignation withou t hav ing a rep lace­ 
ment ready , Ru ny an said, “Ju st some 
ev ents cu lminated aro u nd the Fair that 
cau sed me to make the decision that he 
wasn’t my man and when I make a deci­ 
sion to do so mething 1 do it.’’

Short journey from 
obscurity to fame

NASHVILLE.Tenn. (A P)- 
An unemployed Florida hotel 
manager and an Indiana 
mother of four have unex­ 
pectedly become big-time 
country music songwriters. In 
fact, their songs are being 
recorded by Mel Tillis, the 
1976 “ entertainer of the year” 
in country music. 
Bob Pauley of West Palm 
Beach, Fla., and Dee Gaskin 
of Battle Ground, Ind., won a 
nationwide country music 
songwriting contest for 
amateurs. They got expense- 
paid trips to Nashville besides 
the recording commitment 
from Tillis. 
Pauley, 41, has been draw­ 
ing unemployment but hopes 
to become a partner in a 
restaurant being restored in 
West Palm Beach. He’s been 
writing songs for eight years. 
“ 1 threw away my first 100 
songs,” he said 
His winning entry was “ A 
Brandy Alexander,” a novelty 
song about a country boy who 
dines at a French restaurant. 
It was based on his experience 
of taking a friend from West 
Virginia to a French 
restaurant in West Palm 
Beach 
“ I was thrilled,” he said 
about winning. “ 1 had no idea 
I’d even come close. I feel my 
music is good, but against na­ 
tional competition. 1 just 
didn’t know. 
“ I’m hoping this will open 
doors. 1 want to show my 
material to others, 1 feel 1 
have pretty darn good 
material.” 
Until recently, he lived in 
Nashville as a hotel manager. 
“ But I was tied down at the 
hotel 10 or 12 hours a day and 
never really got to meet 
anyone in the music business.

Spending priorities set 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
CB radio phenomenon is spill­ 
ing over into the ranks of ham. 
or amateur radio, according 
to the American Radio Relay 
League, the nation’s largest 
ham organization. 
The ARRL says there now 
are 325,000 licensed amateurs, 
up from 280,000 a year ago. 
Another 50,000 persons are at­ 
tending classes this fall to get 
their ham “ ticket,” it says. 
“ Many of these newcomers 
are CBers, and we’re getting 
the cream of the crop — peo­ 
ple really interested in two- 
way radio communications,” 
Peter O’Dell, ARRL’s public 
information officer, explained 
in a telephone interview from 
his Newington, Conn., office. 
Is it difficult for a CBer to 
get a ticket, as hams call their 
licenses? Not at all, replies 
O’Dell, who cites as an exam­ 
ple a 4-year-old boy who 
passed the novice exam 
recently.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
After meeting its expenses for 
the last year, St. Christopher’s 
Church” a middle-income 
Roman Catholic parish of 
about 900 families, found that 
it had a surplus of $40,000 in 
the bank. 
“ What should w-e do with 
it?” the Rev. James T Smith, 
the pastor, phrased the ques­ 
tion the parish council raised.

Broderick, $20,000 from the 
parish will go to provide some 
5,000 poor farmers in rural 
Ecuador with pure drinking 
water in their villages, and to 
help set up a marketing 
cooperative in the famine- 
gripped Bawku district of 
Ghana.

The curators have asked for 
$141 million in state money for

The university s first priori­ 
ty. general instruction ex­ 
penses, includes a 10 per cent 
salary hike for staff members 
at an estimated cost of $15 
million General maintenance 
of facilities ranked No. 2. 
The third priority was a 
liberalization of hospitaliza­ 
tion. retirement and other 
benefits for staff members. 
About $5 million would be 
needed to meet federal re­ 
quirements that buildings 
have facilities for the 
handicapped 


Acting University of 
Missouri-Kansas City 
Chancellor Wesley J Dale told 
the curators that university of­ 
ficials are asking for $22,500 in 
federal disaster aid to com­ 
pensate the school for money 
it spent to help students who 
were victims of the Kansas Ci­ 
ty flood. 
Dale said the school helped 
about 400 student victims 
replace books, medical sup­ 
plies and musical instruments 
they lost in the Sept. 12 
disaster.

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The novice, or first of five 
amateur licenses, requires 
ability to send and receive In­ 
ternational Morse Code at five 
w ords-a-m in ute and 
knowledge of the most 
elementary theory needed to 
operate a radio. 
The novice is eligible to use 
portions of four of the ham 
bands to send code, but no 
voice communication. 
“ But with relatively simple 
equipment, a novice can 
literally work around the 
world,” O’Dell says. 
Is ham equipment expen­ 
sive? O’Dell says a beginner 
can pick up a good used radio 
for less than $200, or a new set 
for about $250. 
“Of course, like anything 
else, one can spend whatever 
he wants,” O’Dell adds, noting 
a top-of-the-line transceiver 
costs about $6,000. 
The Morse code require­ 
ment apparently» frightens 
some potential hams. In fact, 
the government is considering 
a “ communicator” license 
that would not require code. 
But O’Dell says people can 
learn enough code in two 
hours to pass the novice test. 
Why is code necessary? 
First, it’s required by interna­ 
tional treaty. It’s also the most 
effective means of radio 
communication and uses less 
expensive equipment than 
that needed for voice 
transmissions. 
The easiest way to get a 
ham license, O’Dell says, it to 
attend amateur classes. 
“ If an interested individual 
will write the league,” he 
says, “ it will put them into 
contact with a local instruc­ 
tor.” Just write ARRL. New­ 
ington, Conn.

Joseph 
Teasdale to have Springfield 
and Greene County declared a 
major disaster area. 
Following Teasdale’s an­ 
nouncement of the HUD deci­ 
sion Friday, the governor said 
he would seek help from 
another federal agency. 
E a r l i e r 
this 
month, 
Teasdale asked the federal 
government to designate Spr­ 
ingfield and Greene County as 
major disaster areas because 
of heavy rains, severe winds 
and flooding which swept into 
the area Sept. 26-27 
The 
flash 
flooding in 
Springfield claimed the life of 
a college student, knocked out 
power, flooded streets and 
caused other damage. 
H o w e v e r , 
H U D 
. \ d - 
ministrator Thomas Dunne, 
Washington, said it did not ap­ 
pear the damage caused by 
the flooding was severe 
enough to require a major 


disaster area declaration by 
the federal government. 
Dunne said in such situa- 
tions 
state 
and local 
governments had the main 
responsibilty to handle the 
problems, unless the situation 
was beyond their capabilities. 
Although Teasdale had said 
the damage and cleanup effort 
was too great for state and 
local government to handle, 
HUD did not agree. 
HUD’S assessment showed 
there were no requirements 
for temporary housing 
assistance or 
for disaster 
unemployment 
assistance 
payments, Dunne wrote the 
governor. 
“ It is our understanding 
that other requirements for 
assistance to individuals can 
be met by the Red Cross and 
the local governments involv­ 
ed,” Dunne said. 
The HUD official also said it 
appeared the debris removal 
and the repair and restoration 
of damaged streets, roads, 
bridges and other public 
facilities were “ within the 


capabilities of the state and 
local governments.” 
“ There is no evidence that 
this work will place a severe 
per capita or financial burden 
on either the state or local 
governments,” Dunne said. 
“ Based on our assessment ... 
we have concluded this situa­ 
tion does not appear to be of 
such severity and magnitude 
to warrant a major disaster 
declaration.” 
Therefore, Dunne said he 
would not 
ask 
President 
Carter to declare the area a 
major disaster area. 
In his request, Teasdale said 
initial estimates of damage to 
public facilties in the city were 
about $470,000, while the coun­ 
ty estimated its losses at 
$93,000.

damage to the private sector 
had been estimated at $75,000 
to $100,000 and business losses 
at the time of his request had 
not been determined. 
Teasdale said he w'ould ask 
the U.S. Small Business Ad­ 
ministration for help to deal 
with the flood damage. 
The governor said he was 
preparing a request to the 
SBA to have Greene County 
declared a disaster area. 


If the SBA approved the re­ 
quest, residents of the county 
would be eligible for low- 
interest, long-term loans to 
repair the damage. 


The 
loans would be 
available 
to individuals, 
families, businesses and non­ 
profit organizations, Teasdale 
explained.

minimum for bu.sy working 
people and gourmet cooks.

cookware pieces, 
which can go from freezer to 
oven to table. 
Cups with rims instead of 
handles 
may 
be 
grasped 
easily when you want to drink, 
and may be used also for

juice, 
mustard. Lunch plates are 
rounded off so that “ you can 
break an egg in the plate if you 
wish, and they can be used as 
trivets” A combination tray- 
platter or centerpiece may be 
used in the oven or on top of 
the stove. There are large 
mugs with handles for soup. 
O v e n p o t s 
b e c o m e 
casseroles or ice buckets or 
may 
be 
used 
for

containers, and even lids are 
designed for multi use as

Designer now does work she likes

Eleanor Brenner’s husband 
heard her clear across the 
room and the hostess, who was 
en route to the ladies’ room 
thought, there goes my dinner 
party. 
Mrs. Brenner was scream­ 
ing that the looters during 
New York’s blackout should 
have been threatened with 
death because they were tak­ 
ing violent advantage of poor 
people who couldn’t afford it. 
She was screaming this at a 
dinner party in posh East 
Hampton, Long Island, at an 
East Hampton type lady who 
really set her off by saying all 
kinds of pseudo-liberal things. 
Well, suffice to say, Mrs. 
Brenner, 5’;t” , 97 pounds, 
whom yon might mistake for 
an East Hampton type herself 
what with her deep tan, 
maroon lacquered talons, 
beauty salon sparkle and 
bushel of dark hair smartly 
tamed by a headscarf — suf­ 
fice to say she and the other 
lady became friends. 
The East Bampton type 
even said it was lovely to meet 
someone w'ho really cared. 
Mrs. Brenner seems to care 
a lot. Take that time in the 
late '60s when she and her hus­ 


band Dick, who manufactures 
the clothes she designs, went 
off to Portugal because they 
were both out of work. 
“ I’d been one of Henri 
Bendel’s largest American 
couture resources,’’ she says, 
“ and Dick had taken over a 
clothing subsidiary owned by 
Revlon. It’s interesting how I 
got started with Bendel’s. I’d 
been making clothes for 
myself and a couple of friends 
at home — coordinated skirts 
and tops you could travel with 
— and one day Geraldine Stutz 
had lunch with one of my 
friends, loved what > she was 
wearing, and that’s how it 
began.

has one that was made in the 
1890s and five others that date 
back to the turn of the century. 
“ Dolls from that era are 
usually worth several hundred 
dollars, depending on their 
condition and scarcity,” she 
says. 
Many of her dolls she con­ 
structs from scratch by pour­ 
ing porcelain into molds to 
form the head and body, then 
adding glass eyes and wigs 
and dressing them. 
“ It seems like I’ve spent a 
fortune on 
‘do-it-yourself’ 
books since I first bought that 
injured doll,” Mrs. Clark says. 
“ One of the first things I did 
was join a doll-collectors’ 
club, which had about 3,000 
members. Eventually I learn­ 
ed to dress dolls for other peo­ 
ple in exchange for kits which 
contained heads, arms and 
legs to use in making dolls for 
my own collection.” 
A' few years later, when the 
Clarks were assigned to 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, 
Calif., Mrs, Clark enrolled in a 
porcelain and china-painting 
course at the base ceramics 
shop. “ Shortly after that, I 
bought some molds and then 
really got into doll making,” 
recalls the native of Bishop, 
Calif. 
Mrs. 
Clark notes that 
although doll making is prac­ 
tically a lost art, it has ex­ 
perienced a recent revival. 
“ There are close to 3,000 
people who make dolls as a 
hobby in the United States,” 
she says. “ Though doll collec­ 
ting isn’t considered that 
popular, virtually every 
youngster has at least one doll 
in the toybox. And just look at 
the number of adults w'ho still 
have their first doll tucked 
away or on display.” 
Mrs. Clark sells the majori­ 
ty of her dolls as fast as she 
can make them, most of them 
to an exclusive doll shop in 
California. “ But I sell some 
dolls on a special-order 
basis,” she says. Her going 
retail rate averages $65.

"¡s this trip necessary?” 
The slight smile that had 
slowly been building up on 
Chuck Wendt's face suddenly 
widened into a wry grin as he 
recalled how he and the rest of 
the battle-bound 274th Regi­ 
ment.

th is 
f a m ilia r 
homefront homily on gas ra­ 
tioning inside out as thev chat­ 
tered among themselves that 
cold Christmas Eve in 1944. 
But for Second Lt. Wendt and 
his fellow Gls, huddled that 
holiday night in an abandoned 
factory 
at 
Bischw aller, 
France, grim humor failed to 
hide the fact that they were 
already weary of a war they 
had only just entered. 
“Is this trip necessary?” 
Days before, .‘\dolph Hitler 
had answered this question 
with 250.000 soldiers, 1,200 
tanks and hundreds of planes 
and V-bombs in one final, 
desperate, 
all-out 
50-mile 
lunge The Battle of the Bulge 
had begun. 
Nearly 34 years later, about 
three weeks ago, Wendt. 2206 
West Fifth, 
made another 
overseas trip — this one just 
as “ necessary.” in its own 
way. as that long ago winter 
crossing aboard a converted 
luxury liner. He went back to 
Wingen, France, where he had 
helped liberate 2,50 .Americans 
in January. 1945. He returned 
to the town’s tiny chapel, 
which had somehow held all 
those

where,

Accident points to improvement needs

.An incident Wednesday in 
which a $40,000 l)oiler destined 
for the Alcolac chemical plant 
fell off a trailer at Harding 
and Boonville re-emphasized 
the increasing need for im­ 
provements on roads in the 
new industrial area. 
Funding for the road im­ 
provements is the primary 
problem for officials, both city 
and county, who agree the im­ 
provements are needed. 
The city is currently in­ 
volved 
in 
a two-year, 
federally-funded program to 
widen and resurface Harding 
from Highway 50 north to 
Boonville. That project will be 
completed next year. 
Primary concerns at pre­ 
sent are Boonville, east of 
Harding, and Randall, serving 
the airport and Alcolac, 
respectively. 
Wednesday’s mishap with 
the boiler was cited as an ex­ 
ample of the problems faced 
by truckers at that intersec­ 
tion. The turning space at Har­ 
ding and Boonville is not large 
enough 
for tractor-trailer 
units, which must jockey back 
and forth to negotiate the 
curve. A combination of the 
narrow intersection and an ap­ 
parent wrong move by the 
driver of the truck allowed the 
load to shift and the chains 
holding the boiler broke, roll­ 
ing the boiler off the trailer 
and damaging its case. 
Warren Fischer, Alcolac 
plant manager, said the se­ 
cond of two boilers arrived 
Friday and the first was 
returned for repairs. 
The 
plant will be able to begin 
operations as soon as installa­ 
tion of the second boiler is 
complete, he said, noting the 
boilers will be used both to 
heat the plant building and in 
the production process. 
Payments for jobless show an increase 


JEFFERSO N CITY. Mo. 
(AP) — Jobless Missourians 
received a total of $12.32 
million in unemployment in­ 
surance payments during 
September, the state Division 
of Employment Security said 
Friday. 
The total was an increase of 


nearly 4 per cent over August, 
but was about 34 per cent less 
than the $18.61 million paid in 
vSeptember of last year, the 
division said. 
The payments consisted of 
$9.51 million under regular 
unemployment insurance pro­ 
grams. which was 2 per cent 


less than under the regular 
unemployment insurance pro­ 
gram paid in August and 20 
per cent less than the $11.89 
million paid during the same 
month last year, the division 
reported. 
In addition to the regular 
payments. $1.5 million in ex­ 


tended benefits, $1.14 million 
in special unemployment 
assistance and $145,6*83 in 
federal supplemental benefits 
were paid in September. 
The state agency also paid 
out $32,414 in allowances to 445 
claimants under disaster 
unemployment assistance. 


A second problem concerns 
the collapse of a culvert on 
Boonville over a drainage 
ditch just ea.st of Randall, The 
roadway has been reduced to 
less than single-lane traffice 
for several months, it was 
reported. 
Officials agree the roads in 
the area must be widened and 
resurfaced to accommodate 
the large truck traffic which 
will be increasing in that area 
in coming months. However, 
they are struggling to obtain 
funds for the work, defined as 
two separate projects. 
The roads in question he 
primarily outside the city 
limits and fall under the 
jurisdiction of the Sedalia 12- 
Mile Special Road District, 
which does not have funds 
available now or in the 
foreseeable future to under­ 
take the projects. 
One of the projects, 
estimated to cost $125,000, 
would be the rebuilding of 
Boonville from 
Harding, 
presently being rebuilt, to 
Randall and continue along 
Randall to the .Alcolac en­ 
trance in the Sedalia In­ 
dustrial Airpark, developed 
by Russell Evans. 
The other project would be 
the rebuilding of Boonville 
east to the entrance of the 
Sedalia Memorial Airport. 
That project is estimated to 
cost $140,000. 
Various officials who all 
agree the projects are needed 
have held a series of meetings 
recently in an effort to secure 
funding for the projects. 
However, a continuing feud 
between the City Council and 
County Court surfaced again 
last week over the Overall 
Economic Development Plan 
(OEDP) study proposal, cited 
as the best solution to the road 
problems. The study is a 
prerequisite to receiving 
funds from 
the federal 
Economic Development Ad­ 
ministration (EDA). 
Following exchanges bet­ 
ween the council and court, 
the council appropriated up to 
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$2,000 for the study. In the 
meantime, tempers have ap 
parently cooled and another 
meeting to secure funds from 
all interested taxing entities is 
scheduled, 
although 
no 
definite date has been set. 
Frank Schwarzer, executive 
director of the Show-Me 
Regional Planning Commis­ 
sion, failed in his first attempt 
to get all officials involved in 
funding the study and a com­ 
bined meeting between all 
parties, both interested and in­ 
volved. is planned. 
J a m e s H am m , city 
economic development direc­ 
tor. was the object of critical 
remarks after Schwarzer’s 
contact with county officials 
Oct. 5 in an effort to secure’ 
study funds. That meeting 
followed one of three the day 
before over road problems 
and funding possiblities. 
Hamm was accused of seeking 
the study in order to fulfill a 
reputed “ promise” to Alcolac 
that a new road would be built 
to the plant if the firm decided 
to locate here. 
Denying such a promise, 
Hamm admitted that he had 
told Alcolac officials he would 
aid efforts to refurbish the 
road because it is needed. 
Alcolac has “ over a.$6 million 
investment here...and is a ma­ 
jor taxpayer” and deserves 
some consideration, Hamm 
explained. He also noted that 
the roads involved are public 
roadways and not private pro- 
pertyi indicating im ­ 
provements would benefit the 
general public also 
The County Court was 
notified earlier this year that 
Pettis County was eligible for 
EDA money because its 
unemployment above the 6 per 
cent rate is above required for 
such aid. 
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Since the original notifica­ 
tion. funding requirements 
have been altered and only 
counties 
whose unemploy­ 
ment rate exceeds the na­ 
tional average will be eligible 
for PR)A money. Therefore, 
Pettis County must submit an 
OEDP by Dec 31 
An air of cooperation among 
officials about the planned 
meeting was felt in recent 
days, despite difficulties in the 
past two weeks. City and coun­ 
ty officials. Schwarzer. the 
f2-Mile district and Ozark 
Regional Commission (ORC) 
officials are expected to at­ 
tend the meeting. 
Fischer said Alcolac is will­ 
ing to cooperate on the road 
projects. Alcolac has already- 
granted Missouri Public Ser­ 
vice Co. an eastment along its 
south property line for the 
widening of Boonville from 
Randall to the airport.

W.ASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture Department has 
announced formal proposals 
for implementing an acreage 
cutback program in 1978 to 
help cool an upward spuai in 
the U.S. wheat surplus. 
The plan requires farmers 
who want a guarantee of 
federal payments and other 
benefits on their 1978 wheat 
crop to reduce plantings from 
this year 
It also requires 
them to set aside crop land 
equal to 20 per cent of the 
acreage planted to wheat next 
year 
County offices of the 
department’s Agriculture 
Stabilization and Conserva­ 
tion Service will have the task 
of explaining the program ful­ 
ly to wheat farmers and tailor­ 
ing it to each farm. 


The proposal 
announced 
Friday calls for a national pro­ 
gram acreage base of .58,7 
million acres for the 1978 
wheat crop. That is not a 
restriction 
on 
how 
much 
farmers can grow, but it is the 
basis for computing how much 
in federal payments may be 
due them. 
Officials 
said 
the 
58.7 
million acres, allowing an 
average yield of 30.9 bushels 
an acre, will provide about 1.8 
billion bushels of wheat next 
year, enough to meet U.S. 
domestic needs and purchases 
by overseas customers 
This amount, under the pro­ 
posal, will form the basis for 
fig u r in g 
target 
price 
payments 
for 
1978 wheat 
under the new Food and 
.Agriculture Act signed by 
President Carter on Sept. 29. 
.Assuming wheat prices stay 


at or close to the S2.25 loan 
level for 1978, a $3 per bushel 
target 
price 
would 
mean 
“ deficiency payments” from 
t|ie government to bridge the 
gap of 75 cents a bushel on that 
portion of a farmer’s wheat 
crop covered by the plan. 
To be eligible for fully 
guaranteed protection on his 
wheat, a farmer must do two 
basic things: reduce his 1978 
wheat plantings ‘20 per cent 
from 1977 and then set aside 
land equivalent to 20 per cent 
of his 1978 wheat crop from 
further harvest of any com­ 
mercial crop. 
The proposal also said that a 
"normal crop acreage base” 
will be set for each farm ac­ 
cording to ci'ops raised in 1977. 
Those designated crops in­ 
clude barley, corn, dry edible 
beans, flax, oats, rice, rye,

Business boom foreseen 


Thoughts to Christmas sales

NEW YORK (,AP‘ - Now 
that Halloween is just around 
the corner, those in the retail 
sales business are spending 
their time thinking of their 
favorite season of the year: 
Christmas. 
The traditional boom sales 
period is expected to be strong 
this year, but there are some 
signals that glitter will start to 
fade over the longer term. 
Consumer spending was one 
of the major forces behind the 
strong economic recovery in 
the first half of this year, 
although much of that w as due 
to big-ticket sales of cars. 
Auto sales have 
slowed 
somewhat from their earlier 
levels, but some economists 
think that may provide an ex­ 
tra boost in general purchases 
in the Christmas shopping 
season, 
“ We’re seeing reasonably 
strong sales now which is pro­ 
bably a prelude to a strong 
Christmas 
Real income is 
growing nicely and in the 
short run the auto sales situa­ 
tion may free up some money 
that might otherwise go to 


autos,” says Steve Latz. a 
retail industry analyst at Mer­ 
rill Lynch, Pierce, Fenner & 
Smith Inc 
Latz looks for Christmas- 
season sales to run 8 per cent 
to 10 per cent ahead of last 
year on general merchandise 
that excludes autos but in­ 
cludes furniture, apparel and 
appliances. 
That is not quite as strong as 
second-quarter sales gains of 
a little better than 10 per cent, 
or third-quarter forecasts that 
run even a slightly higher. But 
the fourth-quarter results will 
have to go up against an im­ 
proved period in 1976 that will 
make the year-to-year percen­ 
tage gain harder to achieve. 


.A University of Michigan 
survey on consumer buying 
habits came up with a similar 
assessment this past week 
But that survey, like an 
earlier Conference Board poll 
of buying attitudes, shows con­ 
sumers are growing more 
worried about the economy 
over the next six months or so 
and some conflicting attitudes 
are showing up among various 
income groups 
If those fears continue, it 


could mean that shoppers will 
be less willing to spend their 
money and, in particular, to 
use credit cards or go into debt 
to make purchases of all 
types. 
Those two closely watched 
indicators, debt and savings 
rates, "have been signaling 
cautionary notes since early in 
the year.” reports the invest­ 
ment firm. Loeb Rhoades & 
Co.. in an analysis of the retail 
industry. 
While the firm finds some 
encouraging signs in areas 
like

We are talking about defensive play ers, the men Bill Curry 
has to block 
“ For, me,’’ Curry is say ing, “ Dick Butkus of the Bears and 
Merlin Olsen of the Rams were the people I never seemed 
able to cope with, I don’t think any center in the history of 
football could consistently beat Butkus or Olsen. I don’t think 
so Merlin was so huge and so big. You’d think that any body 
that big could be cut at the legs So I’d throw at his legs and 
he'd leap over me Butkus’d do the same. 
“It’s the worst feeling there is when y ou commit y ourself to 
that kind of block and y ou don’t touch 
a n yth in g . 
You get those 
glares in the huddle ‘Can’t y ou do something about that 
guy ?’ ‘Yeah, I'll get him! I’ll get him!’’ So the next time y ou 
decide to take him on, stick him in the numbers with all y our 
might. So y ou try that and he stuffs y ou right into the 
backfield. Before long, y ou get to feeling helpless; y ou’ve 
tried six different techniques and nothing’s worked. 
“ With a guy like Merlin’s strength, or Bob Lilly ’s or Alan 
Page’s, when they ’re coming and coming, impossible to stop 
them cold, so that a center's only hope is to steer them by the 
quarterback. Against the Colts, as Merlin would go by , 
reaching and flailing and clawing at Unitas from within two 
feet, he’d y ell ‘John!, John!, to distract him, get him to miss 
the throw or something but Unitas would just hit it on the 
money 
‘ After the game Merlin would talk to the reporters and say 
“I just can't understand it! Nothing fazes that m an” Well, I

know that voice scared 
me. I’m up in his numbers, just in­ 
ches from him, and Merlin’s got a voice as vibrant as 
Laurence Olivier’s or may be stronger: 
’Jo h n ! Jo h n !,

“ At his best, prior to those injuries to his knees, Butkus was 
the greatest football play er I have ever seen. It’s almost as if 
the Creator in this particular case had sat down and said to 
himself: I am going to create the ideal middle linebacker... 
in terms of temperament, phy sical characteristics, and even 
phy sical appearance, especially on the field. Awesome. 
“He was a startling play er to watch at full speed . . Almost 
every game he’d do something that y ou just never thought 
any body would do He would run up and scream at y ou; he’d 
go a whole game and never say a word; he might stand pat 
for a whole game until the ball was snapped; he might run 
and jump at y ou at a time when y ou didn’t expect it; he might 
lay back on punt snaps for a whole game and wait for y ou to 
try to come down the field, where he’d destroy y ou phy sical­ 
ly ; or he might lay back at that same position and as y ou 
looked back to snap the ball, by the time y ou’d looked he’d got 
a ten-y ard running head start and he’d just knock y ou un­ 
conscious at the line of scrimmage. Never knew what he was 
going to do 
“Of course there was Ray Nitschke who was with me on the 
Packers and about the best middle linebacker there ever 
was. 
“ In his case he was driven by an intensity which was simp­ 
ly demonic I don’t know another way of describing it. I 
remember Dan Pastorini when I was with the Oilers, telling 
me about Nitschke’s intensity even during the 
co in to ss 
at the 
beginning of an Oiler-Packer game The captains were all 
standing out there at the fifty -y ard line. Nitschke was out 


there jawing at the referee who was going to flip the coin; ‘All 
right, goddammit! Come on, ref, toss the goddam coin 
let’s 
get it over with I want the hell out of here! Let’s get this 
game going!’ He really frightened Pastorini. 


“There were certain people in football like that who 
harnessed and used rage. Nitschke, Mike Ditka, Mike Curtis, 
Dick Butkus. When they got near y ou, they scared y ou. They 
performed with what some people call the ultimate intensity . 


“Of course, y ou could be great without it Merlin burned 
with intensity but he’d help y ou off the ground after knocking 
y ou down Mean Joe Greene of the Steelers, despite his name, 
was alway s messing around pleasantly ; ‘What’s happenin?! 
Whatit is, brother man’’ How’s the wife?’’ 
1 ask Bill what it was like to play against Alex Karras of the 
Lions 


“What I remember most about Karras play ing defensive 
tackle,’’ Curry say s, “ is the shock, the id ea that he could get 
past y ou to rush the passers You couldn’t imagine how he 
could get out of that little squatty stance of his with that little 
body and just blow by . 


“ Alex usually had something to say when he made his 
tackle He was alway s standing over the quarterback, say ing 
How did y ou like that one? Pretty good shot, wasn’t it Bart? 
Want me to hit y ou again? This donkey y ou’ve got on pass 
protection’s not going to stop me ’ 
“One time he tackled Jerry Hill. Hill never said any thing to 
any one all season long, certainly not during a game. Very 
quiet The two of them were ly ing at the bottom of a pile, just 
nose to nose, locked together, and Alex said, ‘Well, Jerry , y ou 


still can’t run, can y ou?’ Jerry said, ‘I don’t know about that, 
but y our breath sure does stink,’ That got the whole pile 
laughing. They were just stacked against each other, heaving 
and guffawing” 
We are getting close to Chicago now and the conversation 
shifts back to the Bears. Curry notes how when he thinks of 
the Bears he alway s thinks of Butkus and Doug Atkins 
“Doug Atkins just terrorized every body Bob Vogel of the 
Colts, who play ed opposite, lived in mortal fear of him For 
his first game as a rookie with the Colts, he reported after the 
All-Star game and the team went down to New Orleans to 
play the Bears in an exhibition He play ed against Doug that 
night, and they ended up having to pack Bob in ice; he almost 
died from hy perventilation and loss of water . dehy dration 
and all that. Atkins just gave him a horrible beating, just 
d estro yed h m 
“Bob said he finally got out of the ice. dragged himself into 
the shower, got himself dressed, and staggered onto the team 
bus; when he got back to the hotel he wandered into the din­ 
ing room and was having a beer or something, and this huge 
shadow blotted every ting out - somebody coming up behind 
him He turned around and it was Atkins He told me he 
almost passed out He said, ‘My gosh, y ou’ve found me here! ’ 
His first impulse was that Atkins had come to finish the job 
Actually , big Doug had come over to tell him that he’d done a 
pretty good job for a rookie 
which Bob still considers his 
greatest compliment as a professional 
“ Atkins was a character besides He brought pistols to the 
Bears training camp One y ear some of the rookies were 
upstairs play ing their stereo in a room right above Doug He 
hollered up there, say ing ‘Hey , turn that thing down ’ They 
didn’t hear him, so he hollered again;

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Pirates devastating on the ground 
Second-half steamroller flattens S-C Tigers

If there’s any question about why Hannibal beat Smith- 
Cotton Friday night, a check of the second half statistics 
ought to shed some light on the subject. 
While the Pirates rushed for 131 yards in the second half, 
Smith-Cotton could manage only 22 yards total offense. 
In fact, the 109 rushing yards amassed by Hannibal in the 
third quarter nearly equalled S-C’s output for the entire 
game - 117 yards. 
THAT’S why the final score read Hannibal 18, Smith-Cotton 
14. 
The Tigers started out like they might take control of the 
game, surging to a 14-0 lead in the second quarter. 
The first S-C score came after Hannibal was forced to punt 
from deep in its own territory. Eddie Kitchen took the ball on 
his own 47 and returned it to the Hannibal 41, where a per­ 
sonal foul against the Pirates moved it down to the 26. 
Brian Buckner, who accounted for 85 yards of the Tigers’ 
117 total, ran for a first down at the eight, and on first-and- 
goal Kitchen carried the ball across the goal line. Keith Flet­ 
cher’s extra point gave S-C a 7-0 lead with 3:23 left in the first 
quarter. 
Hannibal went to work and seemed poised to tie the score, 
when they picked up a first at the Tiger 22. 
But on second-and-12 from the 24 Greg Harrell’s pass to 
Tom Benney was tipped in the air and Frank Norphy picked 
it off for his third interception of the year. He returned the 
ball to the 44 to get Smith-Cotton out of trouble. 
Smith-Cotton gained a first at the Hannibal 43, and on se­ 
cond down Buckner broke loose for a 31-yard run that gave 
the Tigers a first at the 13. 
S-C picked up another first down at the three, and on third- 
and-goal from the one, fullback Matt Burks cracked over 
right tackle for the touchdown. 
Fletcher’s second extra point gave S-C a 14-0 lead with 8:59 
left in the first half, but from there on it was all Hannibal, as 
the Tigers could generate only 28 yards total offense the rest 
of the game 
The Pirates set right to work after the kickoff. 
Starting on their 37, they rushed for four first downs, in 
reaching the Tiger 10 On first down from the ten halfback 
Jim Nemes, who burned the Tiger defense for 162 yards on 26 
carries, scooted around right end for the score. The try for 
two was no good. 
A Tiger mistake led to the second Hannibal touchdown. 
Following the second half kickoff, quarterback Keith Flet­ 
cher missed connections on a handoff to Burks. It was the on­ 
ly fumble all night, but the Pirates recovered on S-C’s 36. 
With a seemingly unstoppable running game, Hannibal 
moved down to the Tiger two, where Harrell ran a keeper 
around right end for the TD. 
Again the two-point conversion was no good, but S-C’s lead 
had been cut to 14-12. 
The S-C offense continued to sputter on its next possession, 
and the Tigers punted, with Hannibal taking over on its 26. 
On the first play from scrimmage Jack Calvert, who took 
over for Harrell who was injured on his touchdown run, broke 
loose for 19 yards to the 45. It was just a glimpse of things to 
come. 
Staying on the ground, Hannibal moved with ease down to 
S-C’s 27. 
On second-and-six. Nemes found the right side jammed up, 
but he bounced off one of his own blockers, reversed field to 
the left and made it 27 into the end zone untouched. 
Hannibal had the lead 18-14 with 10 seconds left in the third 
quarter, and S-C. which netted a -6 yards in the fourth period 
never could get it back. 
Hannibal finished the night with 276 yards in total offense, 
264 on the ground Harrell was two-for-nine passing for 12 
yards. 
Smith-Cotton ended up with 117 yards, all of it on the 
ground Keith Fletcher attempted two passes but completed 
none. 
Smith-Cotton is now 3-4 for the year, 0-2 in the Central 
Missouri Conference Hannibal is 3-3,1-1 in CMC action. 
The Tigers travel to Mexico for a game Friday night.

Broncos put win streak 
on line against Oakland

The Denver Broncos, having won a club-record six straight 
games over two seasons, now put that mark on the line 
against a team that really knows what streaking is all about 
Like Denver, Oakland has won its four games this year. 
Unlike the Broncos, though, the Raiders won 13 in a row 
before that. 
If records are made to be broken, the Broncos think they 
might have the sledgehammers. 
"While we have the utmost respect for the Raiders for what 
they are, an outstanding football team with superior talent in 
every department, we aren’t going into the game being in 
awe of them ” says Coach Red Miller. 
Still, their record of winning 17 straight games — regular 
season and postseason — is something. Only the 1933-34 and 
1941-42 Chicago Bears and the 1972-73 Miami Dolphins won 
more consecutive games, 18, in the .National Football 
League. 
Matching that record would be nice, says Raiders running 
back Mark van Eeghen, but it’s hardly the motivation for 
winning. W e’re 4-0 and Denver’s 4-0. .All I ’m thinking about 
is being 5-0 next Sunday, not any record.” 
Quarterback Ken Stabler adds; 'W record would be a feat, 
because there are a lot of good teams around, but most of the 
guys don’t even know about any record.” 
.■\nd Miller points out: " I ’m sure that would be a milestone 
they would try to achieve, but 1 don’t think it will make it 
more difficult playing them.” 
Sunday’s other NFL gam.es are Washington at Dallas, 
Chicago at Minnesota, Cleveland at Houston. Atlanta at Buf­ 
falo. Baltimore at Kansas City, St. Louis at Philadelphia, San 
Francisco at the New ’V’ork Giants, Green Bay at Detroit. 
New England at San Diego, New Orleans at Los Angeles, the 
New York Jets at Miami and Tampa Bay at Seattle. On 


Monday night, Cincinnati is at Pittsburgh, 
While Oakland and Denver fight for supremacy in the 
American Conference West, Dallas will try to widen its 
one-game lead in the National Conference East. It’s early in 
the season — but Washington Coach George Allen thinks a 
loss could prematurely end the Redskins’ season. 
"If they beat us I imagine they will have a lock on the divi­ 
sion,” he says of the unbeaten Cowboys. "Dallas has played 
tough teams and beaten them on the road. They’re playing 
better football than we are right now — but that doesn’t mean 
we can’t beat them,” 
.And of his own Redskins, Allen moans: “ We’re in the worst 
physical shape we’ve been in all year.” 
The Vikings haven’t been playing all that well this year. 
Since losing their opener to Dallas, they’ve managed to slip 
past Tampa Bay 9-3, Green Bay 19-7 and Detroit 14-7. 
Still, they lead the NFC Central and a victory over the 
Bears, surprise winners over Los Angeles last Monday night, 
would be a big boost toward a fifth straight division title. 
Chicago Coach Jack Pardee hopes his young players can 
maintain the momentum they built up against LA. “ Every 
week our youth shows and we make mistakes, but we played 
with enough enthusiasm against the Rams to cover up those 
mistakes,” he said. “ We’ll have to have that kind of effort 
against the Vikings.” 
Dan Pastorini, who guided the Oilers to their upset victory 
over Pittsburgh that put them atop the AFC Central Division, 
figures to start against Cleveland despite the sprained ankle 
that forced him out of action late in the third period last 
Sunday. The Browns, Steelers and Bengals share second 
place at 2-2. 
The Bills discovered again last Sunday that O.J. Simpson 
can’t carry them He rolled up 122 yards in a losing effort 
against the Jets. W'ith 86 more yards, he’ll hit 10,000 for his 
career. Only Jim Brown amassed more, 12,312.

Pressure mounts 
in AAizzou camp 


COLUMBIA, Mo. 
(AP) — Athletic Director Mel 
Sheehan shattered the drone of the Missouri press box 
Saturday with an uncharacteristic outburst of temper 
which ty pifies the frustration Missouri’s football team has 
endured this season, and may be a tipoff to the pressure 
building on the athletic department. 
With Missouri leading Oklahoma, 10-7 , at the outset of 
the third period, Oklahoma halfback Dav id Ov erstreet ap­ 
peared to fumble at the Missouri 39. But the official ruled 
the play had been blown dead and returned the ball to the 
Sooners. 
“ He blew it,” Sheehan y elled, his v oice echoing through 
the press box . J umping out of his seat, he pounded a fist 
onto the table in front of J ohn Waldorff, the retired super­ 
v isor of Big Eight officials who was here as an observ er. 
“ The boy fumbled, J ohn, and the official didn’t ev en see 
it,” he said. “ It was a fumble!” Sheehan, obv iously em­ 
barrassed for v iolating the univ ersal press box code of im­ 
partiality , sat back down and kept silent as Oklahoma, 
two play s later, zipped 35 y ards for a go-ahead touchdown 
enroute to a 21-17 v ictory . 
For the sev enth-ranked Sooners, it was v ictory No. 5 
against one loss. For Missouri and its embattled coach, A1 
Oiioirio, who came under intense pressure after a 6-5 
season last y ear, has awakened sev eral times this month 
to find “ For Sale” signs on his front y ard. There hav e 
been ads in the Columbia papers adv ertising for a head 
football coach, and before the game Sheehan went around 
to writers try ing to downplay the reported pressure. 
Pete Woods, Missouri’s senior quarterback who had 
play ed only one series of downs after injuring a knee in the 
season opener, passed for 262 y ards and kept the Tigers in 
the game until an interception doused their final rally . 
Behind Woods, Missouri fashioned a 10-0 lead with less 
than a minute left in the first half, when Oklahoma 
quarterback Thomas Lott flipped a 14-y ard scoring pass. 
“ Missouri is a good football team, and y ou can see 
Woods makes all the difference,” said Oklahoma Coach 
Barry Switzer. “ I think they will beat some people in this 
league. 
It was the third straight y ear Onofrio’s Tigers had 
play ed Oklahoma to within the edge of v ictory , but fallen 
short. 
“ It seems like we can’t go all the way against 
Oklahoma,” Onofrio said. “ I’m v ery proud of the intensity 
our squad had. I’d rate Oklahoma ov er Southern Cal. Our 
team gav e a heck of an effort against a fine team .”

WASHINGTON - Robert Boyd, a 
$47.500-a-year administrative law judge, 
is a well-groomed six-footer with the im­ 
perial manner of a Southern plantation 
owner. He runs his government office as 
if it were his private business operation, 
ordering his workers to take care of his 
most trivial personal affairs. 


Boyd, despite his work as the National 
Transportation Safety Board’s chief law 
judge, finds time to run a tobacco 
business on the side. He is also active in 
the Boyd Family Foundation and chairs 
the membership committee of the Belle 
Haven Country Club in Virginia. And his 
office employes frequently have to set 
aside government business to help the 


judge with his personal affairs. 


For example, Boyd enlisted his govern­ 
ment secretary, Bette Dodge, to type his 
voluminous 
business 
correspondence 
She even wTote some of the letters 
herself. “ 1 have a new secretary,” Boyd 
wrote to a country club colleague, “ and 
she is working with me on the member­ 
ship matter ... If you have any questions 
at any time, please call her.” Boyd then 
listed her office phone number. 


In another letter, the energetic Boyd 
described the need for a questionnaire so 
country club members could list their 
"sizes and preference in golfing attire 
and equipment.” He added: “1 can get 
the office to type and mimeograph it.” 


Mrs, Dodge, who no longer works for 
Bovd, admitted to us she handled the 


judge’s private work. “ He felt he was en­ 
titled to the personal work,” she said, ad­ 
ding: “Sometimes he asked too much.” 


Boyd once instructed a government 
worker to Xerox 150 copies of a 17-page 
document entitled “The Boyd Family 
Directory.” At first, Boyd insisted he on­ 
ly ordered 50 copies. But when our 
reporter Bob Gettlin showed him a copy 
of the duplicating request, the judge cast 
an imperious eye on the evidence, 
squirmed uncomfortably in his chair, 
and blurted: “Okay, you got me. Write it 
up!” 


“There’s no denying it,” he grunted. 
“Bette did personal work for me. Ever 
since I’ve been into government. I’ve had 
my secretaries do personal work for 
me.”

WASHINGTON - A couple of weeks 
ago, conservatives on Capitol Hill were 
having a merry time They had just dealt 
organized labor a series of setbacks on 
the minimum wage bill in the House, and 
they were about to break their arms pat­ 
ting one another on the back. They can 
stop the exercise now. Face it, my 
brothers: We got clobbered. 


There is no way to 
paper over the defeat 
suffered by the busi­ 
ness community on Oct. 
6. By a vote of 257-163, 
the House approved a 
“labor reform” pack­ 
age 
that 
gives 
Big 
Labor its sweetest vic­ 
tory in 42 years. On the 
follow ing 
day, 
the 
Senate made bad matters worse;‘ The 
Senate approved a four-step hike in the 
minimum wage that would produce an 
hourly minimum of $3.40 by 1981. As Leo 
Durocher once remarked, in a different 
context, it was “Poil Harbuh for duh 
Gi’nts.” 


Credit ought to be given where credit is 
due. This was a personal triumph for 
Alexander Barkan, the 69-year-old chief 
of the AFL-CIO’s Committee on Political 
Education. He is a Dickensian figure, 
held in affectionate regard even by his 
right-wing foes. He turned up at a Capitol 
Hill reception on the night of the labor 
reform vote, grinning like a well-fed col­ 
lie, his homely mug alight with honest 
jubilation. 


A newsman asked him how he brought 
it off. Well, said Al, it was organization — 
a lot of organization, plus a little bitty 
nudge at the end. Three months ago, 
COPE set up a Labor Reform Task Force 
in every congressional district where 
there appeared to be a chance of influen­ 
cing a vote. An $800,000 fund was raised 
through 
special 
assessments. 
Union 
representatives then began to put the 
pressure on members of the House. 


During 
the 
August 
recess, 
while 
members were mending fences at home, 
union spokesmen made it a point to pay a 
social call. Toward the end of September, 
when floor action was scheduled, the 
$800,000 fund was tapped to bring nearly 
500 local union lobbyists to Washington. 
They systematically pounded the cor­ 
ridors of the three House office buildings, 
pleading a well-informed case for the 
bill. 


Then came the little bitty nudge. 
Barkan’s boys politely laid out the facts 
of political life to more than a hundred 
members who had enjoyed Big Labor’s 
support in the 1974 and 1976 elections. 
“We just asked them to think about how 
they would like to get along without that 
support in 1978.” No threats, says Al. No 
reprisals. Nothing ugly. Just think it 
over 


Members thought it over; and Al 
romped home with a margin of 80 to 100 
votes on every critical amendment. By 
any objective yardstick, it was a very 
fine performance. 


And it produced a very bad bill. This 
“labor reform” package is as im­ 
balanced as the original Wagner Act of 
1935. The measure is carefully drawn to 
give organized labor every possible ad­ 
vantage in its drive for new members — 
a drive of surpassing concern to the 
AFL-CIO. Over the past two years, the 
unions have lost 767,000 members; they 
now’ represent barely a fifth of the na­ 
tion’s labor force.

Mrs. Timken said, “That was concep- 
tional math. Her courses had to do with 
the advanced integration of numbers. 
She never could add or subtract them. 
Don’t you recall when you complained 
once about it and Laura’s teacher told 
you, ‘She can always learn to add and 
subtract when she gets to college.’? ”

N.J. i.\Pi - They 
came by the hundreds for one last fling, a 
loyal band of guests bidding farewell to a 
fond friend they had grown old with — the 
Marlborough-Blenheim Hotel. 
‘it's been a glorious and a beautiful 
place. I’m sad because it’s closing,” said 
Jeannette Brownlee of Washington. D C. 
“ But tonight, it's elegance. Look around, 
where can you see elegance like this*’’’ 
The hotel, which has graced the Board­ 
walk for 76 years, will close Oct. 2.5, a vic­ 
tim of the coming casino gambling here. 
Bally 
Manufacturing Corp., the slot 
machine maker, will soon begin major' 
renovations to turn the hotel into a giant 
gambling palace. 
But Thursday night, as part of a 
nostalgic “ Au Revoir” weekend, the 
"home of the newlywed and nearly dead” 
called back more than 300 of its old friends 
for one last drink, dinner and dance. 
Mrs Brownlee has been coming for 65 of 
her 82 years. Her husband, Herbert, pro­ 
posed to her on the sun porch Sept. 1.1919. 
‘‘Where else“’” she said. 
They returned for their honeymoon that 
winter and have been coming back since, 
always asking for a room ending with 
” 65.’' Only those rooms have five windows 
overlooking the ocean, she explained. 


” The Marlborough-Blenheim is like an 
oasis in a desert,” said Joseph Morris of 
Rising Sun. Md. “ One time I came here for 
six weeks and never w'ent outside. It's like 
being on a cruise ship without moving.” 
His wife, Emily, shook her head. “ I just 
call it home.” she said. “ But, oh, there’ll 
be slot machines everywhere and it won't 
be like it used to be.” 
Members of the founding White family 
— Josiah IV, Fisher and Kirby — mingled 
with their guests, calling most by their 
first names, and caught up on family news. 
Josiah’s grandfather, Josiah White III, 
opened his first hotel here in 1887. He built 
the wooden Marlborough at Boardwalk 
and F’ark Place in 1901. 
In 1906, he hired inventor Thomas 
Edison to use a new building method, rein­ 
forced concrete, to build the Blenheim 
across the street. He joined the hotels with 
an enclosed pedestrian bridge the next 
season. 
From passing ships, the buildings looked 
like giant .sand castles. 
Bally says it will pour more than $75 
million into the new complex. However, its 
final plans for the Marlborough-Blenheim 
and the adjacent Dennis hotel are still in­ 
complete, and some experts say the hotels 
cannot he saved.

MIDLOTHIAN, Va, (AP) - 
One day Charles O’Keeffe 
needed to see a man in 
Afghanistan. 
He got aboard a jet airplane 
and rode it as far as it could 
go. Then he got in a little, 
single-engine plane and rode it 
as far as it could go. Then he 
rode a jeep for eight days, for 
as far as the jeep could go. 
Then he took a camel, then a 
yak. He found his man. 
If it’s important, Charles 
O’Keeffe is willing to take a 
little trouble getting there. 
That is why every morning, 
six days a week, sometimes 
seven, he gets in his car and 


drives 110 miles to work. At 
the end of a long day he drives 
110 miles back home. He has 
to be the world champion 
commuter. 
Charles O’Keeffe is a drug 
abuse specialist. He works in 
the White House, for President 
Carter, clearly an important 
job. 
“ The drive isn’t really as 
bad as it seems. It’s private 
time, a chance to think things 
out, things I’m going to have 
to decide the next day,’’ 
O’Keeffe said. “ I also get all of 
my dictating done. It takes 
about tw’o hours, but it isn’t 
wasted time.’’ 
No, but it’s still quite a 
grind. 
He lives in this quiet little 


town outside Richmond and 
usually leaves about six or 
seven in the morning after a 
good breakfast and a visit with 
the four kids. 
He takes a cup of coffee 
along with him, stops at the 
7-Eleven for another cup and 
goes across the street for gas. 


Gassed up, he pulls onto I- 
95. flips on his CB radio and 
heads north. At Thornburg, 
and again at Dumphries, two 
Virginia towns on the in­ 
terstate, he stops for more 
coffee. 


What Charles O’Keeffe con­ 
tributes to the Carter ad­ 
ministration is significant. He^ 
is on the staff of Peter Bourne, 
the President’s assistant for 


health issues, and his special­ 
ty is south Asia. 
Charles O’Keeffe is 37. He 
was in the pharmaceutical 
business in Richmond when he 
became interested in drug 
abuse problems. That led him 
to Peter Bourne, who was run­ 
ning a narcotics treatment 
program in Georgia and was a 
close friend and adviser of 
Jimmy Carter 


Bourne and O’Keeffe went 
into business together in 
Washington, working as con­ 
sultants 
on 
international 
aspects of drug detection and 
treatment. 


Both men left that business 
to work full time in the Carter 
election 
campaign. 
When 


O’Keeffe was asked to join the 
administration 
he 
did 
not 
refuse, but he wasn’t inclined 
to move to Washington, 


“ My wife, Ann, has a halt 
dozen horses and is involved in 
horse shows and that sort of 
thing. The kids like their 
schools. We just like the area. 
We both grew up here. It 
would be hard to match what 
we have in the Washington 
area. 


“ Besides, when I worked in 
Washington before 1 tried liv­ 
ing in an apartment and com­ 
ing home on weekends. That’s 
no way to live 
I was a 
stranger to my family ” 
So the solution has been to 
hit the road, 220 miles a day. 


Corn reserve could be the largest ever

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 
year from now the U.S. corn 
reserve could be around 1,35 
billion bushels, the largest in 
14 years, according to new 
projections by the Agriculture 
Department. 
The stockpile will result in 
part from a record 6,3 billion 
bushels USDA says are being 
harvested by corn farmers 
this fall. That is about 74 
million bushels more than the 
department forecast the 1977 
crop to be a month ago. 
Consequently, officials said 
Thursday, the amount of corn 
left over when the new harvest 
year begins on Oct. 1. 1978, 
will be more than previously 
expected. The corn carryover 
this 
fall 
was 876 
million 
bushels. 
.According to I ’SD.A records, 
an old-crop carryover of 1.35 
billion bushels would be the 
most since nearly 1,54 billion 
were in the inventory Oct. 1. 
1964. 
Surpluses 
result 
when 
domestic use and exports fall 
short of production. Of the 
estimated 6.3 billion bushels 
produced this year, about 5,83 
billion will be required to meet 
those needs, meaning that 
about 473 million bushels will 
be added to this fall’s stockpile 
of 876 million. 
■Meanwhile, a decision on 
whether 
to 
require 
corn 
farmers to set aside part of 
their land from production 
next year to help ease further 
surplus 
increases probably 


will be delayed another two 
weeks. 
Howard W. Hjort. USDA 
director of economics, said a 
decision may be made “ about 
the first of the month’’ on a 
feed grain acreage set-aside 
program, One for 1978 wheat 
was announced Aug. 29. 
Department experts still are 
analyzing 1977 crop produc­ 
tion for its possible impact on 
domestic and world markets 
next year. York said. Also, a 
new national grain inventory 
report is due Oct, 25. and 
policymakers may want to 
look at it. 
The new supply and demand 
figures for wheat and other 
major 
crops 
remained 
basically the same as pro­ 
jected earlier by USDA.

It 
might be well worth your 
time and money just to make 
sure that the unseen under 
areas of 
tJie car went 
through the long summer 
and early fall without any 
problems that might stop 
you during the first snow. 
Talking about potholes, a 
front end alignment may be 
necessary. It’s relatively in­ 
expensive and can save a lot 
of money in uneven tire 
wear. 
There’s another example 
of the cars being better 
equipment than ever for 
winter. Many lines now offer 
radial 
tires as 
standard 
equipment While they don’t 
grip the road as well as op­ 
tional snow tires, the radial 
tread is better than the bias- 
plytire 
If there is one area that 
has plagued the manufac­ 
turers more than any other 
part of the car, it is the body. 
The battle against rust is 
constant Manufacturers are 
concentrating on this prob­ 
lem as never before The 
final figures on the amount 
of salt used in the nation’s 
snow belt last year probably 
will exceed 10 million tons It 
nearly reached that figure in 


1975. In 1960, only two millMm 
Ums were scattered on urban 
and ctHmtry highways and 
the annual twinage of about 
10 years ago was only twice 
that figure. 
Making the car producers’ 
job even more difficult is 
that some communities are 
using calcium chloride. That 
chemical is more effective 
than rock salt as the mer­ 
cury goes down, but it’s also 
much more de^ructive wi 
metal. Incidentally, be wary 
of unpaved roads. Some 
crews are using calcium 
chloride to keep down dust. 
For years, zinc coating has 
been a good rust inhibitor. It 
still is, but the car makers 


are using a lot more of it to 
counter the increased ap­ 
plication of rock salt and 
other chemicals. Also, paint 
is a{^lied in thicker coats 
and hard-to-reach interior 
areas of the car are being 
sprayed with a wax that 
hardens and forms a protec­ 
tive film. 
Meanwhile, the owner can 
do his part to prevent rust 
from getting a head start. 
Keqj your car clean with fre­ 
quent waging of all sur­ 
faces, especially the under­ 
side of the car. That is where 
unseen corroskm builds up 
and eats through. 
Flying stones can chip ex­ 
terior oaint and welcome

Battery could be a real bomb 


The atomic-powered car is 
in the 'works, according to 
some automotive designers 
But some cars today carry 
their own hydrogen bombs, 
says the National Safety 
Council 
More accurately the car’s 
battery, 
when 
carelessly 
used in jumper cable starts, 
can explode and cause poten­ 
tial damage to motorists and 
cars alike 
Why do car batteries ex­ 
plode’’ Small quantities of 
hydrogen gas are given off at 
the negative plate of a bat­ 
tery even when the cells are 
not being charged, ‘ It must 
be assumed,” says the Bat­ 
tery Council International, 
“ that explosive mixtures of 
hydrogen gas are present 
within the cells at all times.” 
When a battery is being 
charged, as it is in a sense 
when it is connected to 
another battery by jumper 
cables, more hydrogen gas is 
produced. As the amount of 
gas increases, so does the 
danger of explosion. A burn­ 
ing cigarette, a glowing pipe 
or even a spark from the 
jumper cables themselves is 
enough 
to ignite the 
hydrogen and cause an ex­ 
plosion. 
There is a safe way to 
jump a battery that will vir­ 
tually eliminate the risk of 
explosion. 
Follow 
these 
steps; 


1. Turn off the ignition and 
all electrical accessories in 
both cars (defroster, wind­ 
shield wipers, lights, etc.). 
This lessens the chance of er­ 
rant electrical sparks and 
also reduces the load on the 
booster battery 
and 
the 
amount of hydrogen it pro­ 
duces. Cars should not be 


touching 
as 
this 
could 
establish a ground connec­ 
tion 
and 
counteract 
the 
benefits of the procedure. 
2. Make sure that both bat­ 
teries are of 
the 
same 
voltage. 
Most 
batteries 
today are 12 volt, but some 
older or smaller cars still 
may have six volt batteries. 
(Twelve volt batteries have 
six filler caps and vents — 
six volt batteries have only 
three.) 
3. Shift both cars into 
neutral or park and set the 
parking brake. 
4. Remove the caps from 
both batteries and insure 
that the fluid level is at the 
full mark. 
Batteries low on water 
should be replenished. Do 
not attempt to jump-start a 
car with a frozen battery 
because the battery may 
rupture or explode. 
5. Place a piece of cloth 
over the uncapped vent holes 
of both batteries. The sudden 
surge of current when the 
battery is charged might 


cause the electrolyte to bub­ 
ble and splash. The material 
over the vent holes will keep 
the acid from splashing on 
you. 
Attach one end of one 
jumper cable to the booster 
battery’s positive terminal 
(identified by a red color, 
“ -t-” , “ P ” , or “ pos” on the 
battery case, post or clamp). 
When making connections to 
battery posts, twist clamps 
back and forth on terminals 
to 
insure 
good 
metal-to- 
metal contact. Attach the 
other end of the same cable 
to the positive terminal of 
the discharged battery. 


■ 7 Attach one end of the 
second cable to the negative 
terminal (black color, 
“ N” , 
or 
“ neg” ) 
of 
the 
booster battery. Take care 
that the clamps do not touch 
the clamps of the other 
cable 
8. Connect the other end of 
the negative cable to the 
engine block, the generator- 
alternator or any other ac­ 
cessible metallic part at-

tached to the engine block 
that is not painted, chrome- 
plated or heavily rusted or 
covered with grease. This 
last connection should be 
made as far from the dead 
battery as possible — at 
least a foot — so that any 
sparking when the cable is 
connected or disconnected is 
away from the hydrogen gas 
produced by the battery. 
Now engage the starter of 
the 
car that 
has the 
discharged battery. If it does 
not start immediately, start 
the engine of the other car to 
avoid excessive drain on the 
booster battery. 
After the car with the 
discharged battery is run­ 
ning normally, remove the 
cable connection 
at the 
engine block first, then the 
other end of the same cable 
from the booster battery. 


Remove the second cable 
by 
disconnecting at 
the 
booster battery first. 
Replace 
the caps 
and 
throw away the cover cloths 
as they 
may 
be con­ 
taminated with 
corrosive 
If acid should 
contact 
eyes, skin or clothing, flush 
immediately with water. 


Before jumping a battery, 
be sure terminals are clean. 
Corrosion can be removed 
with a solution of baking 
soda in water, but be sure to 
cover the caps so that the 
electrolyte 
is not con­ 
taminated. Terminals can be 
cleaned w'ith abrasive paper 
or wire brush tool.

Engine tune-up remains 
the best defense against the 
American motorist’s No. 1 
problem — can’t starts. A 
nationwide survey of car 
owners reveals that the fuel 
and ignition system condi­ 
tion has a greater bearing on 
cold weather starting than 
does the battery. 
The hard-starting survey, 
conducted after the sdvere 
winter of 1976-77, reported 
that motorists suffered an 
all-time high incidence of 
starting failure. 
Three out of every 10 car 
owners reported at least one 
case of starting trouble dur­ 
ing 
the 
October 
through 
March 
period. 
Among 
owners of 1975’s and prior 
models, the “can’t start’’ 
rate was in excess of 33 per 
cent 
(with 
1970 
models 
reaching a high of 39 per 
cent).

Polluted matter in the air 
caused by cars and other 
vehicles dropped about 46 
tons per day in 1976, Fred 
lacobelli, head of the state’s 
Health Services Department 
bureau of vehicular emis­ 
sions 
inspections, 
said, 
lacobelli 
attributed 
the 
decline to many motorists 
voluntarily 
keeping 
their 
cars in top operating condi­ 
tion in order to meet the 
state’s emissions standards. 


In 'l977, lacobelli 
esti­ 
mated. the inspection pro­ 
gram “ will result in abou! 
250 tons of pollutants being 
removed every day.” more 
than five times last year's 
amount. He said this is be­ 
cause car owners whose 
autos fail the inspection test 
this year must get them re­ 
paired 


Last year the state waived 
the mandatory repair re­ 
quirement to give motorists 
time to get used to the new 
insp(K'tion procedure, laco­ 
belli said 


Arizona’s emission inspec­ 
tion program was estab 
lished by a law passed two 
years ago in an effort to 
curb rapidly rising and often 
dangerously high pollution 
levels caused mostly by car 
exhaust. 
The 
testing 
program, 
which began Jan. 2. 1976, 
covers .Maricopa and Pima 
Counties where the pollution 
problem is the most severe. 
The 
counties 
encompass 
Phoenix and Tucson and ac­ 


count for 73 per cent ot the 
state's motor vehicle popula­ 
tion. 
One-third failed 
Last year Hamilton Test 
Systems, which operate the 
tests, checked 92(1.000 cars, 
trucks, buses, motorcycles 
and motor homes. About 
one-third 
failed 
the test, 
lacobelli said the most com­ 
mon reasons for failing were 
carburetor mis-adjustment, 
improper timing, dirty spark 
plugs or a clogged pollution 
valve. 
Arizona places a $75 limit 
on what a motorist must 
spend to fix a car that fails 
inspection. 
Most 
of 
the 
needed repairs cost much 
less. “ About 85 per cent of 
the cars that failed the test 
last year needed only minor 
adjustments 
or 
repairs 
averaging under $30. with 
many in the $5 to $10 range.” 
lacobelli explained 
.Motorists pay a $5 inspec­ 
tion fee for the five-minute 
vehicle test. An analyzer 
probe is put into the tailpipe 
to obtain exhaust emission 
samples with the engine at 
idle which is the basis for 
pa.ssing or failing inspection, 
h'xhaust samples are also 
obtained at various street 
and highway speeds for in­ 
formation purposes. 
When car fails 
The test information is fed 
into 
a 
computer 
which 
measures the results against 
the .state emission standards 
for the make, model and 
year of the car. If the auto 
fails, the owner is given a 
printout showing vvhere the 
problem is and what should 
be done to correc» it The car 
is retested after the owner 
has fixed it. 


Hamilton’s 
Dan 
.Stone, 
who runs the Arizona inspec­ 
tion program, points out that 
the savings of having a well 
running car can more than 
cover the inspection fee. 
“ Fuel experts have proved 
that a properly tuned car can 
get five to 10 per cent better 
mileage than one out of 
tune,” he said. 
At today’s gas prices that 
translates into a $30 to $60 
annual saving which covers 
the inspection fee and most 
tune-ups. he added. 


Times easier 


tor motorists 


.Automobiles certainly are 
more intricate than ever but 
the demands on motorists ’o 
keep them running may be 
at an all time low. 
.Some folks may argue that 
statement, but the never-to- 
be-forgotten winter of 1976-77 
supports it. There were a lot 
more calls for emergency 
road service last winter, but 
most still could be attributed 
to negligence, according to 
the .Automotive Information 
Council.

protect

For 
motorists 
who live in all hut the coldest 
climates, this is usually ade­ 
quate protection. 
But 
the 
freakish 
cold 
winter of 1976-77 adversely 
affected 
some 
cars 
with 
nominally 
safe 
anti-freeze 
levels. 


F or example, motorists in 
the Petoskey. iVlieh., area, 
where temperatures seldom 
fall below zero in winter, 
were 
experiencing 
frozen 
engines. 
While the lowest 
reading 
was 
only 
-10 
degrees, supposedly safe for 
most 
anti freeze 
supplies, 
the wind-chill factor cam e 
into the picture. So. in effect, 
the 
temperatures 
were 
equivalent to -40 degrees or 
colder. 
To avoid possible freeze- 


up, the best method is to 
keep your ea r away from the 
chilling winds. If you do not 
have a garage, park it near a 
wall with the hood against a 
building and its hack to the 
prevailing winds. You may 
want to put a covering, such 
as a blanket, over the hood. 
Also, while it is usually not 
recommended to warm the 
engine at idle on normally 
cold winter days, doing so on 
extrem ely cold days could 
prevent freeze-up

Just as this car owner left her bank 
after covering an overdraft, she ex­ 
perienced another kind of problem. 
Her car wouldn't start. Both mishaps 
have a common source, an over­ 


demand for an under-supply. In the 
bank's case, it's too many bills and 
not enough money. With the "can't 
start" it's too much demand for power 
on a sharply reduced electrical sup­ 
ply.

When winter comes, the 
voltage available dwindles 
while the voltage required 
soars. F o r example, at 0 
degrees Farenheit, a battery 
lo.ses about half of its crank­ 
ing power. At the sam e time, 
cold w eather increases the 
voltage required to fire the 
spark plugs and it’s harder 
to vaporize fuel to form ig- 
nitahle m ixtures in the com ­ 
bustion cham ber. 


Condition critical 


As spark plugs undergo 
norm al use, the electrical 
and 
chemical 
punishment 
they 
receive erodes their 
gaps. The wider the gap, the 
more voltage is required to 
m ake the spark jum p across 
to cause ignition.

a loss in fuel usage efficien­

Cold w eather starting re­ 
quires m ore fuel, especially 
when the engine is not in 
tune. Also, a c ar consumes 
about eight per cent m ore 
fuel at 20 degrees Farenheit 
than it does at 70 degrees. 
Stalling after starting, a 
m ore comm on condition in 
winter, wastes gasoline, too. 
The 
engine 
w arm -up 
period, much longer in cold 
than in w arm w eather, is in­ 
efficient for fuel economy. 
Winter traffic conditions, 
including poor road condi­ 
tions and frequent traffic 
jam s, create long periods of 
wasteful idling and crawling 
at low efficiency speeds. A 
road wet with snow or rain 
causes a 10 per cent loss in 
fuel economy. 
While there is nothing t h e . 
average motorist can do to 
change the winter weather, 
he or she can still m ake the 
c ar produce the best possible 
gas mileage.

— When the new .50-50 
solution of anti-freeze has 
been installed, invest a few 
minutes and possibly a few 
dollars to have your nearby 
automotive repairman pres­ 
sure test the system. 
He can install a tester on 
the radiator filler which will 
show up any possible leaks. 
The same tester can be used 
to check the condition of the 
radiator cap which must be 
able to retain the system at a 
specified pressure.

KITTY O'NEILL: MOTHER. 
HOUSEWIFE. DAREDEVIL... 


.. .Oh, yes, and two other things: she holds 22 land and 
water speed records and has been deaf since infancy.

Six years ago, a contestant in a Califor­ 
nia motorcycle race hit a curve too fast, 
lost control and tumbled end-over-end on 
the bike. A Hollywood stunt man named 
Duffy Hambleton saw the accident and 
pulled out of the race to give first aid. Duf­ 
fy saw blood pouring from the victim's left 
glove. When he removed the glove, two 
fingers, severed at the first joint, fell out. 
The injured racer clutched the fingers and 
tried to remount to finish the race. Only 
Duffy's greater strength forced the victim 
into an ambulance. 
What kind of macho character would try 
to resume a race with two severed fingers? 
This one had long, raven-black hair, a 
figure out of Vogue, weighed 95 pounds 
wringing wet — and was stone deaf. Her 
name: Kitty O’Neill. 


Duffy Ham bleton didn’t know Kitty 
very well, but some quick decisions had to 
be made at the hospital, and only Duffy 
was around to make them. The surgeon 
said the fingers could be sevced back on 
but would always be stiff. W'hat position 
would the young lady prefer'!^ Since Kitty 
was in shock and not reading lips very 
well. Duffy decided to have the fingers at­ 
tached in a slightly curved position. It was 
a good decision. Kitty's hand doesn't look 
disfigured today, and she is still able to play 
the piano proficiently. 
Kitty was in surgery for four hours while 
Duffy paced the hospital waiting room "I 
realized then that this wasn’t just a woman 
in a man’s sport but an incredibly deter­ 
mined human being who was saying: ‘You 
tell me I’m handicapped, and 1 tell you I 
can do anything you can do — and maybe

Falling from 5th floor to inflated pad. 
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do it better.' 1 was intrigued.” 
Six months later they were married. 
And Duffy’s been helping Kitty make ca­ 
reer decisions ever since. 
It says something for those decisions 
that Kitty — up to her pretty neck in dan­ 
ger almost daily — hasn’t been hurt since 
that motorcycle accident. Yet. she’s under­ 
taking ever more hazardous feats — with 
the approval and assistance of her husband. 
She has the tools — the skill, the nerve, 
the timing, the reflexes. And she has 
something very special going for her, too. 
Kitty, who has learned to speak without 
ever hearing her own voice, told me firm­ 
ly: “Being deaf gives me one big advan­ 
tage: I have total concentration." Duffy 
puts it this way: “Kitty is rea//y good at 
what she does, so I'm not afraid for her. If I 
were, we’d be in some other line of work 
My job is to make sure every safety base 
has been touched ahead of time.” 
In Los Angeles recently Kitty w'as doing 
a number for NBC-TV as part of an up­ 
coming special on the world’s outstanding 
stunt men and women. All she had to do 
was tip over a burning van. emerge with 
her clothing afire, and fall seven stories 
over the parapet of a parking garage. A 
routine day in the life of a stunt person. 
The preparations were meticulous. The 
van was carefully weighted to give it the 
proper balance, and a powerful roll bar 
was welded into the floor. Kitty — encased 
in shin. knee, and elbow guards and a hel­ 
met —• looked rather like a diminutive la­ 
crosse player. Duffy checked her strap­ 
pings several times, then talked with her 
earnestly. She w’atched his lips and kept 
nodding and saying, "O .K ., O .K .." 
impatiently. 


W hen the director dropped his 


arm, Kitty roared across the garage deck 
and ran her left wheels up a steep ramp 
until the van flipped. At that moment, two 
gasoline-soaked charges were set off un­ 
der the van and it burst into sheets of fire 
as it went over. Firemen doused the 
flames: then the stunt crew pulled off the 
windshield and removed Kitty, who was 
still strapped in the seat of the overturned 
van. She emerged laughing, making her 
professionally executed piece of work look 
all too easy. 
How did Kitty O'Neill — a tiny, deaf 
part-lndian girl — get to where she is 
today? 
Kitty's mother was a full-blooded 
Cherokee who married an Irish oil wildcat­ 
ter in Oklahoma Kitty, their firstborn, con­ 
tracted mumps, measles and chicken pox 
simultaneously when she was four months 
old. and doctors had to pack her in ice to 
keep her alive. When the fever subsided. 
Kitty had lost her hearing forever. So 
Kitty s mother dedicated her life to prepar­ 
ing her daughter to compete in a hearing 
world. She taught Kitty to read lips profi­ 
ciently as a small child, then opened a 
school to help other deaf students master 


She hopes to become the first to break 
the speed of sound on the ground. 


this difficult technique of lip reading. 
Kitty entered public school in the third 
grade (“the first time.” she says. "I really 
understood I was different from other peo­ 
ple") and finally completed junior college, 
more than holding her own without seek­ 
ing any special advantages. She was an 
outstanding amateur high diver (her coach 
had to fire a gun to tell her when to break 
her dive: she was able to feel the percus­ 
sion) and was competing in the Olympic 
trials at age 16 when she broke her wrist. 
She gave up diving and turned to high­ 
speed water-skiing and other motor sports. 
That’s how she happened to be racing 
motorcycles w’hen she met Duffy Hamble­ 
ton. Duffy — an aspiring linebacker who 
didn't quite make it with the pros — has 
been a Hollywood stunt man for almost 
two decades. After he and Kitty were mar­ 
ried. he coached her in the skills that earned 
him more than $100,000 a year. 
After her NBC stunt. Duffy remarked: “ 1 
can give her the basics — ways that I know 
from experience work — but beyond that, 
she’s always trying to be innovative. When 
she wants to experiment, and 1 say. ■No.’ 
there's a confrontation. We usually end up 
doing it my way. but she manages to throw 
in a little of her own.” 


Actually, the stunt work is almost a 
sideline to earn money while Kitty and 
Duffy take aim on a passel of speed rec­ 
ords. Kitty already holds 22 land and 
water speed records, but the big ones have 
eluded her — mainly because she has 
been denied the equipment required to set 
them. Last year, for example. Duffy put 
up $20,000 to buy Kitty a ride in a one-of- 
a-kind rocket car powered by hydrogen 
peroxide. Kitty shocked everyone but Duf­ 
fy by reaching 618 mph, only four mph 
under the world speed record and the fast­ 
est speed ever recorded by a woman. Af­ 
ter that near miss, the car was withdrawn 


from her. and Kitty hasn’t been permitte 
another shot. Since then, Duffy has us* 
most of the family savings to build his ov, 
vehicle, but he still needs commerci. 
sponsorship. 


Duffy says that if Kitty is to set th 


record, it will probably have to be in ne 
own vehicle. “ A lot of people have rest, 
vations about underwriting a woma 
What they don't understand is that tl 
public is in love with Kitty. When she dro', 
the rocket car, hundreds of deaf peop 
showed up to see her and blind peo;:'.

Kitty and Duffy live on a 10-acre citr 
ranch north of Los Angeles with Duffi? 
two children — a boy, 15. and a girl, 14 
by a previous marriage. Kitty runs th 
household and helps with farming chore- 
She communicates easily with the childre- 
and works with them on the physical a* 
tivities she does so well. She reads a gofid 
deal and even plays several musical instri. 
ments by feeling the vibrations. That’s als* 
the way she learned to talk. Her voice, a- 
with most deaf people, is high-pitche .: 
But. says Duffy, it is coming down year-b, 
year and sometimes slips into a norma, 
pitch. Once she and a listener get accu- 
tomed to each other, the conversation 
flows. 
Kitty thinks she's lucky to be able to cut 
out of dull company, “leaving me,” sav> 
Duffy, "holding the bag.” Kitty adm;:- 
with a benign smile, that there are other 
advantages to being deaf. "I get to sleep 
late.” she says, “ and have total concentra 
tion when I want to read or think, and 1 
don’t have to listen to bad sounds like tires 
screeching or loud rock music. And I don t 
have to talk on the telephone.” 
Kitty’s biggest handicap, says Duffy. ;s 
that she tends to trust everyone. "If you r.'

The International Chili Society — worshippers 
of the all-fired chili pods, which are known to these 
true believers as the “grains of paradise” — was 
founded in 1970 for the primary purpose of im­ 
proving chili. 
And once again the fires will be lighted under 
the pots on Sunday. October 23rd at the Tropico 
Gold Mine near Rosam ond, Calif., where 30,000 
of the faithful, the curious and the merely hungry 
swarmed across the desert last year to hail a full- 
blooded Ute Indian as the king of the chili chefs. 
They will come from every state in the U .S ., En­ 
gland, Tahiti, India. Scandinavia and Mexico (de­ 
spite a declaration in a Mexican dictionary that chili 
con carne is “a detestable dish sold from Texas to 
New York City and erroneously described as 
Mexican”) .

HOW THE SPACE SHUTTLE 
WILL IMPROVE OUR LIVES 


As early as 1980 it will spark a revolution in communications, 
energy, medicine, meteorology — and even cosmic tourism. 


By Paul W. Hoffman 


The space shuttle is short, stubby and 
unglamorous, but it promises valuable 
benefits for mankind. It is the first reusable 
spaceship that will ferry people and equip­ 
ment to a nebula of space stations, sky labs 
and satellites. There, engineers will exploit 
the outcr-space environm ent — no 
gravity, no contamination, no energy 
shortage — to manufacture a host of new 
medical and industrial products. The 
150.000-pound shuttle, christened the 
Enterprise after the spaceship in Star Trek, 
take the merchandise produced in 
these “ space factories" back to earth. 
The shuttle, also called the orbiter. is 
propelled by two booster rockets and an 
aluminum fuel tank that are strapped to its 
underbelly. The craft can orbit the earth for 
up to 30 days from as far out as 500 miles. 
And. having dropped off its crew and car­ 
go at a space lab, it can glide safely back to 
earth without engine power. 
W ithout en gin es that can be 
iT^anualiy operated, the safety of the 
crew is in the hands of hve computers that 
guide the vessel and keep it from burning 
up during reentry, when air friction boosts 
its temperature to a searing 2,700 de­ 
grees. To guard against technological mal­ 
function. the computers cross-check each 
other’s calculations 50 times per minute. 
Once the shuttle shows that it can fly 
safely and smoothly, the two-man test 
crew will be replaced by seven newcom­ 
ers. who will roam the decks in com­ 
fortable shirts and jeans, not bulky space 
suits. Because NASA plans to start training 
astronettes. skirts also might be seen on 
board. 
Plans call for five shuttles by 1980 that 
will loft people and cargo into orbit on a 
weekly basis. NASA expects the shuttle to 
spark a new industrial revolution in medi­ 
cine. communications, energy, material 
sciences, meteorology and. yes, cosmic 
tourism. 
Two years ago. the Apollo-Soyuz mis­ 
sion demonstrated how outer space re­ 
search can advance medicine. On earth, 
gravity interferes with the attempts of 
scientists to isolate and culture important 
medical substances. For example, it is too 
expensive to mass-produce the rare en­ 
zyme urokinase, the only substance 
known that effectively dissolves blood 
clots. Useful in treating heart attacks, 
strokes and phlebitis, urokinase was easily 
produced in the weightless Apollo-Soyuz 
environment. On the shuttle, scientists 
want to improve the production process 
even further and hope to culture the an­ 
ticoagulant for as little as $100 per dose, 
down from the present $1,000.

Other important medical discoveries are 
bound to follow from space research. Sci­ 
entists anticipate that a real breakthrough 
could occur in less than a decade: It would 
be the production in space of some mirac­ 
ulous medical substance that cannot be 
made on earth at any cost. "N o one is go­ 
ing to walk off the first flight of the shuttle 
with a hypodermic needle full of cells that 
we can inject into a person,” says Dr 
James H Brett, NASA’s manager of space 
processing applications. “ People aren’t 
working very hard inventing experiments 
that they cannot currently do. There will 
be an induction period when only a few in­ 
novative scientists perform exciting ex­ 
periments on the shuttle 
But when the 
bulk of the scientific community joins 
them, a lot of progress will follow ’’ 
Progress will also com e in the manu­ 
facturing of metals and semimetals. Grav­ 
ity prevents the creation of homogeneous, 
metallic mixtures because the ingredients 
that are the heaviest tend to sink to the 
bottom and separate out. This occurs, for 
example, when ball bearings are made 
from two different metals that are melted 
together to form an alloy. 
Also, gravity makes containers neces­ 
sary; but in weightless space they can be 
done away with because gases, liquids and 
solids remain immobile even when they’re 


suspended in mid-air. Containers can con­ 
taminate ultrapure materials, and they can 
distort the shape of delicate substances 
grown from fine crystals. In space, where 
zero-gravity promises perfect crystal 
growth, scientists will produce metallike 
compounds for use in lasers, optics and 
computers Says a high-ranking NASA of 
ficial. “ With these new materials, engi­ 
neers will build TV cameras that can see in 
the dark. .. .If you want to know what the 
cameras will be used for, go ask the Pen­ 
tagon or the police. ” 
The orbiter also will provide as­ 
tronomers with new equipment and tech­ 
niques. In late 1983 the shuttle will put into 
orbit a $450-million. solar-powered tele 
scope, which, freed from the interference 
of the earth’s atmosphere, will enable 
scientists to gaze seven-times deeper into 
space than ever before. The 95-inch-dia- 
meter scope will relay pictures of galactic 
objects back to earth — objects that are 50 
times fainter than any that can now be 
viewed through ground-based telescopes. 
With a resolving power equivalent to a 
marksman in Boston zeroing in on a dime 
in Washington, D.C.. the orbiting instru­ 
ment will see to the edge of the universe as 
we know it. The light that will reach the 
giant telescope started out some 30 billion 
years ago and will help scientists unravel

the ultimate cosmic puzzle: how the uni­ 
verse began. 
Not only can the shuttle launch 
new satellites, like the giant telescope, 
at rock-bottom prices, but it also can 
retrieve, repair and check out existing 
ones, rather than letting them waste away 
The money saved on communications sat­ 
ellites. for example, would show up in 
lower phone rates for transoceanic calls. 
Engineers are developing a satellite that 
will permit people a continent apart to talk 
by walkie-talkie at IOC per minute. 
Meanwhile, engineers at the NASA 
Johnson Space Center in Houston are 
looking into ways that outer space might 
supply 
energy. 
They arc currently 
developing a shuttle-launched satellite that 
will collect solar energy and beam it back 
to earth A huge screen, some 15 miles in 
length and three miles in width, will absorb 
the sun's rays and transform them into mi­ 
crowaves (the same kind of high-frequen­ 
cy energy that cooks roasts in microwave 
ovens). These will travel to earth-based 
receivers to be converted into electricity 
and pumped into power lines. The orbiting 
screen will collect six-to 15-times more 
energy than could be gathered from the 
sun by a comparable screen on earth. 
There’s no day or night, no clouds or at­ 
mosphere-to stop the sun's rays from fall­ 
ing constantly onto the collector. The only 
thing that prevents scientists from launch­ 
ing solar cells tomorrow is the tremendous 
expense By 1985 or 1990. however, the 
price of coal and oil will have escalated to 
the point where solar collectors will be 
economically desirable. 
Large satellites, like the solar screen, 
won't fit in the shuttle's cargo bay. Instead, 
the orbiter will carry prefabricated sections 
of the satellites that will be hooked togeth­ 
er in space by astronaut carpenters 
Since the Government’s cargo will not 
completely fill the shuttle. NASA is selling 
the rem aining space for $3,000 to 
$10,000 per five cubic feet. Entrepreneurs 
and educational institutions are snapping it 
up. and the University of California at Los 
Angeles is offering a special course for 
future shuttlenauts. 
With the orbiter almost off the ground, 
NASA's engineers have gone back to see­ 
ing Buck Rogers movies for inspiration. 
What’s next? MIT students have designed 
the Space Tow Truck — a powerful engine 
that would haul small planets into the 
earth's orbit so that they could be 
mined for valuable minerals

“1 was always 
under pressure to conform ." he 
explains in his soft-spoken voice 
“A nd w hen 1 tried to, J'd usually 
e n d up feeling bad for not m e a ­ 
suring up to what was expected ’’ 
As a teenager. J a n was totally 
alienated, openly rebellious and 
constantly in

for one 
thing or an o th er 
— 
drinking, 
vighting and even setting off car­ 
bide bom bs in school O nce. too. 
h e ran away for three days and 
“blew everybody's m in d ” R e ­ 
calling this period. Ja n says, “It's

Then, while waiting in line 
to sign up for a fourth term, he 
suddenly asked himself what he 
w as doing there ’ 1 couldn’t give 
myself an answ er so 1 turned 
around, got in my car an d kept 
driving until 1 reach ed Mexico." 
T here he surfed, caught seafood, 
explored the jungles an d c o n ­ 
tem plated life long eno u gh to 
decide on his next m ove — join­ 
ing the National G u ard to avoid 
being drafted.

Does your baby sitter know what to do in 
case of an accident or emergency? The an­ 
swer is yes if he or she has completed the 
Mother’s Aide course offered by the major­ 
ity of Red Cross chapters across the coun­ 
try. Based on the premise that even if they 
have a baby brother or sister al home most 
youngsters have little idea of how to care 
for an infant or toddler or what to do if an 
emergency should arise, the free course 
aims to prepare teens for baby-sitting 
emergencies. Mother's Aide courses vary 
somewhat from chapter to chapter but, 
says Red Cross program developer Dr, 
Marcia Dake, will include instruction on 
how to handle, feed and care for a baby, 
basic first aid and personal safety. At the 
end of the course, participants receive a 
Red Cross certificate. To locate the nearest 
Mother's Aide course, contact your local 
Red Cross chapter. 


Don’t Be A Water-Waster 


We use water so often that most of us tend 
to take it for granted — until a situation like 
a drought makes it painfully apparent how 
important it is Fact is. most of us are water 
wasters. But following a few simple tips 
suggested by the San Francisco Conven­ 
tion and Visitors Bureau can help conserve 
this valuable resource. For instance, did 
you know that taking a bath with a full tub 
uses far more water than a regular 
shower^ And if you use the wet down, 
soap up and rinse off shower routine, 
you'll cut water consumption to a mere 4 
gallons. If you leave the tap running while 
shaving you could use up to 20 times as 
much water as you would if you filled the 
basin. Leaks are a big water siphoner and 
should be reported immediately — a small 
drip wastes 25 gallons a day. 


For The Record 


If it seems that every time you open a 
drawer at home canceled checks fall out. 
you may be hanging on to more records 
than you need. Not all canceled checks 
must be saved — just checks and receipts 
that may be needed for income-tax pur­ 
poses. The Internal Revenue Service has 3 
yrs. in which to audit Federal income-tax 
returns in all but unusual cases: time limits 
for state income taxes vary. Irreplaceable 
papers, such as marriage and birth certifi­ 
cates. citizenship records and divorce and 
adoption papers, should be kept in a safe- 
deposit box. Another document for your 
safe-deposit box is your inventory of 
household valuables, which is necessary in 
case of fire or burglary. The original copy 
of a will should be kept in the safe of the 
attorney who prepared it. For more tips on
